Philip Morris pays $13.1 billion for Kraft 


NEW YORK — Kraft Inc. said Sunday it had agreed to a $13.1 billion 
buyout by Philip Morris Inc., ending a short but intense takeover fight in the 
biggest merger ever between two non-oil U.S. companies. 

In a joint statement, the two food giants said they reached a definitive 
agreement in which Philip Morris would pay $106 cash for each of Kraft’s 
outstanding shares. 

The agreement comes just five days after Kraft, which is based in Glenview, 
Ill., said it would negotiate with Philip Morris only if the tobacco and consumer 
products company raised its initial $90 a share buyout offer to equal the value 
of a defensive restructuring proposed by Kraft. 

Kraft on Oct. 23 rejected Philip Morris’ initial offer as inadequate, and 
unveiled a restructuring it said would pay its shareholders $110 a share in cash 
and securities, but also would heap $12.4 billion in new debt on the company. 

“Our shareholders are receiving full value, and this merger is the best 
possible outcome for our employees, customers and the communities in which 
we operate,” stated John M. Richman, Kraft chairman and chief executive. 

Hamish Maxwell, chairman and chief executive of Philip Morris, said in a 
statement his company believed the merger would create “a U.S.-based food 
company that will compete more effectively in world food markets.” 


Three Mile Island reactor shut down 


MIDDLETOWN, Pa. — The lone operating reactor at Three Mile Island 
made an unscheduled shutdown Sunday for reasons believed to be linked to the 
plant’s non-nuclear turbine system, a spokesman said. 

The Unit 1 reactor shut down automatically at 8:50. a.m., said Gordon Tomb, 
a spokesman for plant operator GPU Nuclear Corp. Plant systems operated 
normally during the shutdown and no emergency condition existed, he said. 

Plant and federal Nuclear Regulatory Commission officials checked the 
system to determine the cause of the shutdown. 

The reactor had been operating at full power, generating about 880 
megawatts of electricity, Tomb said. 

Three Mile Island was the site of the nation’s worst commercial nuclear 
accident on March 28, 1979, when equipment failures and human error led to a 
loss of coolant and partial core meltdown in the plant’s Unit 2 reactor. 


The NRC approved the restart of the undamaged Unit 1 reactor on May 30, 
1985. 


Firebombs kill Israeli woman, infants 


JERUSALEM — Ambushers believed to be Palestinians threw firebombs 
at a passenger bus Sunday, killing an Israeli woman and two infants and 
wounding at least eight other Israelis, sources said. 

Israel radio said the army clamped a curfew on the area and mounted a 
search for the assailants. 

The deaths raised the toll to 305 Palestinians and nine Israelis killed since 
the Palestinian uprising against Israeli occupation began Dec. 8. 

Israel radio broadcast an interview with an army sergeant who tried 
unsuccessfully to rescue a woman and a baby from the bus. 

The soldier said the bus was more than one-third full. A Palestinian reporter 
in Jericho said about 20 people were aboard. 

“I heard the sounds of a woman. I approached her, and grabbed her with one 
hand. I said, ‘Come out with me.’ She absolutely refused,” said the soldier, 
who was identified only as Sgt. Ron, 21. 

“She said, ‘But I have a baby, what about the baby.’ After a few seconds, I 
realized that if I remained one more second (I would be killed). ... I escaped 
with the last bit of energy.” 


Many Moonies meet in mass marriage 


SEOUL, South Korea — More than 13,000 brides and grooms in the 
Unification Church were married Sunday in a mass wedding complete with 
matching bridal gowns and bouquets, a day after the couples were introduced. 

The ceremony matched 6,516 couples, 4,000 of them Japanese marrying 
Japanese and the remainder marriages between people from the United 
States and more than a dozen other nations. 

Many couples did not speak the same language. 

The Rev. Sun Myung Moon, founder of the South Korean-based church, 
matched the couples personally, a church spokesman said, and purposely 
chose to unite more than 2,000 Japanese and Koreans “to heal and spiritually 
cleanse bad feelings left over from the Japanese colonial rule of Korea.” 

Moon told the newlyweds: “You will overcome international barriers to 
create one world of the heart and a blessed race for the future.” 

Yonhap, the South Korean news agency, reported that South Korean hotels 
were complaining they had no business from the wedding. 


Delta 1141 crash reports to be released 

FORT WORTH, Texas — The National Transportation Safety Board will 
release several reports on the ill-fated crash of Delta Flight 1141 Monday, but 
a key report about the setting of the jet’s wing flaps will not be among them. 

Safety board officials say the reports to be released in Washington fall far 
short of answering questions about the puzzling crash that killed 14. 

“We just don’t have the answers yet,” said Lee Dickinson Jr., National 
Transportation Safety Board member. “This is one of the. most difficult 
crashes we have investigated.” 

The Salt Lake City-bound Delta Air Lines Boeing 727 crashed on takeoff at 
Dallas-Fort Worth International Airport after struggling 30 feet above the 
runway for more than a mile. Ninety-four people survived the Aug. 31 crash. 

Safety board investigators attribute their lack of solid answers to an anti- 
quated flight data recorder, contradictory evidence and the inability of the 
cockpit crew to remember details of the crash. 

Dickinson told the Fort Worth Star-Telegram that the reports issued Mon- 
day will describe what didn’t go wrong, rather than what did.

Partly Cloudy 
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Safety is important 
during Halloween fun

For kids, Halloween is a time for 
fun and scary costumes, a time full of 
tricks or treats. 

“Halloween is a fun time but it is 
also a time for parents to take precau- 
tions with their children’s safety,” 
said University Police Crime Preven- 
tion Specialist Paul Bringhurst. 

The national Parent Teachers As- 
sociation has listed some ways to in- 
crease children’s safety on Hal- 
loween. 

-Have an adult accompany children 
on their treat-gathering route. Avoid 
unfamiliar neighborhoods or homes of 
strangers. Stop only at houses or 
apartments that are well-lit. 

-Tell children to accept only manu- 
factured-wrapped treats and not to 
sample anything until they return 
home. Inspect children’s treats for 
possible tampering. 

-Tell children to politely decline any 
invitations to enter a home or apart- 
ment. Also, don’t invite children you 
don’t know into your home. 

-Instruct children to walk, not run, 
from house to house. They should 
walk on sidewalks, not in streets and 
cross at intersections or crosswalks. 
Teach children not to dart out be- 
tween parked cars. 

-Older children without adult chap- 
erons should always travel in groups. 
Have them plan a route to follow and 
designate a time they’ll return home. 

Intermountain Health Care facili- 
ties are offering free Halloween 
safety bags and X-ray screening of 
the treats they collect. 

The bags have a flying witch and a 
list of safety tips printed on one side. 
The other side lists all IHC hospitals 
and InstaCare centers providing free 
X-ray scanning of the treats. 

Bags in this area can be picked up at 


the Utah Valley Regional Medical 
Center in Provo. “Just come to the 
front desk of the medical center to get 
the bags. After the kids get their 
treats, they can go directly to the X- 
ray department to have their treats 
X-rayed,” said Carol Jackman, a 
spokeswoman for UVRMC. 

In addition to UVRMC, bags and 
the X-ray screenings in Utah County 


are available at American Fork Hos- : 


pital, Orem Community Hospital, 
Spanish Fork InstaCare and 
Springville InstaCare. 

The X-ray service is not limited to 
goodies collected in IHC safety bags. 

The PTA also lists some safety tips 
for costumes: 

-Affix name, address and phone 
number to the inside of young chil- 
dren’s costumes in case the children 
get lost. 

-Natural masks of makeup are 
preferable to plastic or rubber ones 


that may restrict breathing or periph- 


eral vision. 

-Purchase only costumes, beards 
and wigs labeled “flame resistant.” 

-See that costumes are short 
enough so that youngsters don’t trip. 
Bright colors and costumes with re- 
flector tape are more _ visible. 
Childern should wear safe and sturdy 
shoes. 

-Swords, knives and similar cos- 
tume accessories should be made of 
soft, flexible material. Avoid toy 
weapons that could be mistaken for 
the real thing. 

-Don’t allow children to use can- 
dles. Carry a flashlight instead. 

“Students need to use precaution 
when driving and pay special atten- 
tion to the children that are out trick- 
or-treating,” said Bringhurst. “If you 
have found candy or treats that have 
been tampered with in a foul manner, 
call University Police immediately at 
378-2222.”

“Many (LDS) Church members are 
entirely unaware that fundamental 
doctrines cannot co-exist with the be- 
lief that man evolved from lower 
forms of life.” 


Sexual sin caused downfall of Nephites 
says religion professor at symposium

Immorality during Book of Mor- 
mon times on the American Continent 
was practiced primarily. by the 
Nephites and led to their downfall, 
said a BYU professor Emeritus Sat- 
urday at the Fourth Annual Book of 
Mormon Symposium on the BYU 
campus. 

“The first Nephite generation was 
destroyed because of sexual sin,” said 
Rodney Turner. “It was essentially a 
Nephite crime and remained so until 
their destruction.” 

Turner said that Jacob, one of the 
early prophets of the Book of Mor- 
mon, Another Testament for Jesus 
Christ, accepted plural marriage as 
an eternal principle, despite his chas- 
tisement of many of the Nephites that 
had taken multiple wives and concu- 
bines. 

“The Nephites were trying to take 
that which the Lord had not given 
them,” he said.

Quoting from one such statement, 
Elder Packer said, “Man began liféias 
a human being in the likeness of. our 
reavenly Patter 


Elder Packer said he admires those 
who pursue knowledge in the sci- 
ences. But all knowledge is not of 
equal value, he said. 

“When confronted by evidence in 
the earth below, rely on evidence 
from heaven above,” he said. 

Elder Packer said humans, unlike 
animals, have a conscience and can 
respond in their souls to beauty and 
order in the universe. 

He said Charles Darwin, the origi- 
nator of the theory of organic evolu- 
tion, expressed regret in later life for 
having lost happiness by neglecting 
poetry, music and art and pursuing 
only facts and science. 

Elder Packer said he took “full per- 
sonal responsibility” for the things he 
presented. He said they came from a 
“nersonal conviction” of what he. 
knew to be the truth. 


On the other hand, said Turner, the 
Lord allowed Abraham, Moses and 
other righteous men to practice plural 
marriage. 

While reprimanding his people, Ja- 
cob praised the Lamanites for practic- 
ing fidelity in marriage, said Turner. 
“This virtue made them more favored 
before God than the Nephites who 
had the gospel and the church. 

“God does not judge on the sin 
alone, but on the basis on which it is 
committed,” he said.

‘War of the Worlds’ 
50th anniversary 
brings acelebration

GROVERS MILL, N.J. (AP) — 
The Martians are coming again, 50 
years after Orson Wells scared the 
bejabbers out of hundreds of thou- 
sands of Americans who believed a 
War of the Worlds had broken out on 
Halloween eve. 

The hysteria over the radio broad- 
cast clogged telephone lines and roads 
as the gullible thought huge cylinders 
carrying Martians were landing 
throughout the country, wiping out 
military forces with heat rays and poi- 
sonous gas. 

Some who sheepishly recounted 
their terror said they headed for the 
hills after hearing the fictional news- 
cast. Others said they grabbed their 
guns and headed for Grovers Mill to 
fight the invaders. Others just 
prayed. 

Millions heard the broadcast; one 
survey gave the listenership at 6 mil- 
lion, another at 12 million. Of those 
who turned i in, according to the sur- 
veys, up to 1 million believed it was 
real, despite disclaimers before and 
after the program. 

After 50 years, many people in 
Grovers Mill and surrounding West 
Windsor Township are tired of re- 
hashing the tale every autumn. 

Douglas Forrester, a state pension 
director and former West Windsor 
mayor heading up plans for the 50th 
anniversary celebration, said it’s a 
good time to think about why “War of 
ie Worlds” caused such consterna- 
ion. 

“It was a worldwide event, and it 
raises intriguing questions about hu- 
man psychology, civil defense, the 
power of broadcasting, media respon- 
sibility and what kind of relationship 
we might have with other beings from 
another world,” Forrester said. 
“There was a cascade of alarm that 
was just unstoppable.” 

Freda Remmers, a Kean College 
media professor, said many believed 
the broadcast because the popular 
show Edger Bergen and Charlie Mc- 
Carthy on a competing network ran 
long and those who tuned in late to the 
Mercury Theatre missed the dis- 
claimer.
